2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Referring to claims 1-16, none of the references, either singularly or in combination, 
teach or fairly suggest defining a plurality of tiles of data; defining a tile format table containing 
a status entry for each of said plurality of tiles; identifying the number of primitives contained in 
a tile; compressing said tile by storing said data in a plane equation format when said compressed 
tile is smaller than said tile.

Referring to claims 17-24, none of the references, either singularly or in combination, 
teach or fairly suggest a fragment count number indicating the number of fragments in said 
compressed tile is recorded and a fragment ID number of each pixel in said tile is set to the 
fragment count number of the fragment which created said pixel.
